After an earnest address 
from our Professor H. C. Wood, Professor 
Parvin, of Jefferson ‘‘ollege, made a touching 
appeal to all of us to «'».d firm by our Bibles, 
and the system of faith taught therein. 

Great interest was manifested throughout 
the entire service, especially noticeable in the 
hearty singing. The closing prayer was 
made and the benediction pronounced by Rev. 
Dr. McCook, and thus closed a meeting that 
will not soon be forgotten by those present, 
and which we hope is but the beginning of 
better things in our beloved college.

ASSOCIATION PUBLICATIONS. 


The work of saving young men, like many 
other departments of church work, has been 
reduced to a science. Many experiments have 
led to the adoption of certain theories and 
methods and the rejection of others. Enough 
has been written upon the origin, purpose, 
plan and results of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association to make up a respectable library. 
The pamphlets, periodicals and circulars which 
have been printed are too numerous for any 
one man to read and digest. Unless some 
system is pursued in this course of reading, 
little or nothing will be accomplished. It will 
not do to ignore these publications. A minis- 
ter may as well ignore the church magazines 
and papers, a scientist the reviews, an educa- 
tor the journals, and hope to succeed, as for 
an Association worker to ignore the publica- 
tions of the organization. 

The question naturally arises, where can we 
find in the most condensed form, the best 
information and suggestions on the work? 
We answer: 

First. Read The Watchman, published semi- 
monthly by W. W. Van Arsdale, Y. M. C. A, 
Building, Chicago. Terms, one dollar a year 
in advance, 

This paper, in a sense combines in one the 
four agencies employed in developing the 
work: correspondence, publication, conven- 
tions and visitation. 

If you cannot correspond with experienced 
workers, you can read the articles they write 
for The Watchman. If you cannot read all 
the publications of the International, State 
and local organizations, you can find an 
epitome of them in The Watchman. If you 
canrot attend the conventions, you can bring 
them to yourself by reading accounts of them 
in The Watchman. If you cannot have as 
frequent visits as you would like from the 
State and International Secretaries and be stir- 
red by their living voices, you can read their 
utterances in 7he Watchman. 

Second. Read the COLLEGK BULLETIN. 
What the Watchman is to all departments of 
the work, including the college department, 
the BULLETIN is to the college work. It is 
not a paper; it is a printed letter to every 
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member of every College Association. It is 
not along letter. It can be read through in 
a few minutes. So don’t lay it aside until 
you have read it through, and then put it in 
a file to which you can turn at any time for 
help. The difficulties you are contending 
with are not peculiar to your college, al- 
though you sometimes think so. The very 
same difficulties have been successfully en- 
countered by some fellow students in a col- 
lege a hundred or a‘thousand miles away. 
The College Secretary visited that college, 
saw just how that difficulty was overcome, 
and embodied an account of it in an article 
which was written for your peculiar case. 
So read the BuLLeTIN. That you may not 
fail to secure a copy, move at the next meet- 
ing that your Association subscribe for a 
sufficient number to assure one for every 
member, and some extra ones for general cir- 
culation among the faculty and among the 
students who have not yet had interest enough 
aroused by hearing about the work to unite 
with the Association. At the same time, in- 
struct the corresponding secretary to distrib- 
ute the BULLETIN personally among the 
members at the first meeting held after its 
arrival. 

Third, The International Committee, 23d St. 
and¥ourth Ave., New York, hasissued a series 
of little pamphlets covering many phases of 
Association work. They have been carefully 
prepared and condensed to the last degree. A 
full list of these pamphlets will be sent to any 
student, on application tothe Committee. We 
give thetitles of a few of them: Why should we 
have an Association in our town? What the 
community has a right to expect from the As- 
sociation, and what the Association has a 
right to expect from the community; Finan- 
cial management; Office and work of a general 
secretary; Uur religious work.
